From a private letler to Mr. James Van 
Horn, of this city, we learn that the dread- 
ful scourge, yellow fever, has reached the 
beautiful and healthy little city of Bain- 
bridge and carried away five of its people in 
one night. Tne sickness of the town and 
county is very great. We deeply sympa- 
thise with Bainbridge if this her hour of deep 
destress. We hope that the cold weather of 
this week and the heavy frost, which visited 
it Monday night, will clear away the prevail- 
ing sickness and render the city again 
healthy and prosperous. 

The list of deaths on Sunday night last 
are as follows: Jesse King, Hartwell Swar- 
angen, Mrs. Cloud, Mra. Louis Ebririch and 
Haywood Merritt. All of these died in one 
night, in a city of less than twenty-five hun- 
dred inhabitants. For several weeks past, 
the people of that section haye been suffer- 
ing from climatic yellow fever, but the letter 
says that the physicians of that city pro- 
nounce the type of fever, of which the above 
deceased died, the same as that prevailing at 
Shreveport and Memphis—or, in other words, 
the genuine yellow fever. We hope thatthe

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THE SUPREME COURT. 


SOME INTERESTING ITEMS. 


WASHINGTON, October 24.— The business 
befere the United States Supreme Court may 
briefly be stated as follows: There are twelve 
cases of more or less importance, which were 
arcued at the last term of the court,and were 
held over for decision at the present term. 
Among them are two cases from Utah, 
one of which present the same question that 
was decided in Clinton et al vs. Engelbrecht 
et al., some years since, whether it is the dut 
of the United States Attorney for the terri- 
tory to prosecute in the several counties all 
persons accused of offenses, as well as against 
the laws of the United States, as against the 
laws of the territory. The Court below sus- 
tained the District Attorney. upon 
the theory that the Courts established 
in the territory were Courts. of the 
United States if the case is to be decided 
upon the authority of the case cited above, 
this decision must be overruled, for it was 
therein held, the late Chief Justice deliver- 
ing the opinion, that these courts were terri- 
torial courts and not courts of the United 
States. The other cited case presents the 
question of jurisdiction of the Probate Courts 
of the territory under the act of Congress 
organizing the territorial government. An- 
other important case held over comes from 
the Supreme Court of Iowa, and pre- 
sents the question whether the various 
State laws, and particularly those of 
Iowa, forbidding the manufacture or 
sale of alcoholic jiquors are not in conflict 
with the provisions of the 14th Amendment. 
It is contended inasmuch as such liquors are 
recognized as property by the Federal laws. 
no State can deprive its citizens of the right 
to hold and deal in it in the manner sought, 
and that the party whose property has been 
seized and destroyed under the law 
is entitled to redress by the amendment, and 
to immunity in future. A case involving 
the constitutionality of the enforcement act 
from South Carolina, also argued last winter 
by Reverdy Johnson, against the constitu- 
tionality of the act, was also on the docket 
for decision, but the pardon of the party by 
the President, on account of extenuating 
circumstances in the case, has necessarily 
concluded the case by abatement. Mr. John- 
son was quite anxious that the case should be 
decided last term, and was hopeful of a de- 
cision sustaining this position, relying 
somewhat upon its sanction by the then 
Chief Justice. 

A number of cases were also ordered for 
reargument mostly, an! railroad cases resist- 
ing the exactions of the Revenue Depart- 
ment. 

The docket is very full, and under the new 
law allowing appeals and writs of error from 
State Courts, whenever a Federal question is 
raised on the trial, must continue to increase, 
perhaps, even to the extent to require a 
remedy.
